Public Schools — The following paper on public schools was presented and 
read, and on motion it was referred to a special committee: 

It is well know’n that an effort is being made by the Roman Catholic Church, 
to incorporate with the public school system of the State of 'Maryland, their 
parochial schools, the plan being that advocated by Archbishop Ireland of 
St. Paul, and popularly knowm as the Faribault plan. This, in brief, is that 
the parochial school buildings, now under control by the Roman Catholic 
Church, shall be leased to the State. That the teachers now' employed in the 
parocliial schools shall be retained in their positions and their salaries paid by 
the State, provided they pass the examinations required of the public school 
teachers. 

This attempt to form a union of church and state, is contrary to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, is fraught with great danger to the public school 
system of the State and nation, and if accomplished, will establish a prece- 
dent in favor of union of church and Slate dangerous to the liberties of the 
people. 

This plan was exposed in the “Baltimore Sun”; has been vigorously opposed 
in the same journal by the Protestant Episcopal Church through Bishop Wm. 
Paret, and by a representative clergyman of the Lutheran Church, both of 
which denominations maintain denominational schools. 

The Baltimore Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, at its recent 
session at Hagerstown, put itself on record in opposition to the plan men- 
tioned. 



We have no quarrel with the Roman Catholic Church, and do not deny it 
the right to worship as it sees fit, or to maintain parochial schools; but we 
protest against any plan which will place the burden of support of denomi- 
national schools upon the State.

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Rev. J. C. D1€R. 

John Cunningham Dice was born November 8, 1820, near Franklin, Pen- 
dleton county, Virginia. His father, John Dice, was an intelligent and 
successful farmer. The estimate of him by his firiends and neighbors is 
shown. in the fact that he was often called upon to represent them in the 
State Legislature, and to serve in almost every office within their gift. His 
mother, Mary Cunningham Hinkle, was an estimable woman. She was con- 
verted, and became a member of the Methodist Church in early life. She 
was faithful to her Lord and was specially .careful to lead her children to 
Christ and to train them for His service. The son acknowledged gratefully 
his indebtedness to her “for the bias to religion and morality he received in 
his youth.” 

Early in life Bro. Dice felt the drawings of the Holy Spirit; but not till he 
had reached his seventeenth year did he profess faith in Christ. At a camp- 
meeting on Reid’s Creek, about ten miles from the place of his birth he was 
“born again,” September 4, 1837, and two days later was admitted as a proba- 
tioner into the Methodist Church. He had the advantage of a good En^'lish 
education. His own efforts carried him beyond that line; and the result was 
some knowledge of the classics. 

One of the best influencs of his early life was that found in association 
with the ministers who w'ere often at the house of his father. Frequent 
intercourse with these men of God increased his knowledge of Methodist 
doctrine and discipline. The death of his father called him to the manage- 
ment of the farm and the care of the family. The intervals not filled by 
these duties were given to reading and study, by which he became better 
prepared for that which was soon to become, ever afterwards, his life-w’ork. 

He received authority to exhort, December, 1846, and was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of Franklin Circuit, January 1, 1848. 
At the same time he w’as recommended for admission on trial into the Balti- 
more Conference. His first appointment was as junior preacher to the South 
Branch Circuit. It was a trial to leave home; but his mother came to his 
relief, sending him forth with the assurance, “if you trust in the Lord and do 
your duty you will not fail.” 

His appointments were: 1848, South Branch Circuit; 1849, Warrenton 

Circuit, 1850, Jefferson Circuit; 1851, Bladensburg Circuit; 1852, Georgetown 
D. C.; 1853, Shippensburg, Pa.; 1854-55, Baltimore City Station; 1856, Winl 
Chester Station; 1857, Hillsboro’ Circuit; 1858-59, South River Circuit; 1860-62 
Salem Circuit; 1863-65, Staunton; 1866-69, Presiding Elder, South Branch 
District; 1870, Presiding Elder, Moorefleld District; 1871-74, Hamilton and 
Grove; 1875-78, Rockville Circuit; 1879-82, Presiding Eider, Lewisburg Dis-

trict; 1883-86, Presiding Elder, Rockingham District; 1887-90, Loudoun Cir- 
cuit; 1891, East Rockingham Circuit. 

In addition to these places arid dates of service a few facts may he given. 
During his first year nearly one hundred persons professed faith in Christ, 
and were added to the church. While on Jefferson Circuit about two hun- 
dred were added to the church. While in Winchester his labors were great. 
The health of the preach^*rs of Winchester Circuit having failed, he was 
assigned to duty in that field as well as in the town. Through six months he 
preached twice every Sunday on the Circuit, and three Sunday evenings in 
each month in the Station. In the first year of his pastorate in Staunton, 
one hundred and five persons — many of them soldiers — professed conversion, 
and seventy were received into the church. A second meeting was held 
specially for colored people; about one hundred were added to the church. 
During his term of service on South Branch District the numerical strength 
of the District was doubled. 

While in Hillsboro’ Circuit he was married to Miss Sallie A. A. Roszel, 
-daughter of S. Calvert Roszel, and granddaughter of Rev. Stephen George 
Roszel. 

Brother I>ice was a man of sensitive nat\ire. He was very careful to say 
and do nothing that might give pain to others; and if due consideration was 
not shown to him it was felt keenly. An unkind word, or a little pleasantry 
in which there seemed to be a sting, hurt him like a blow. But he was 
such a lover of peace that he was prompt to accept any apology; and found it 
easy to forget an unkindness if an apology was not made. In a sketch of 
him, written years ago, these words are found, which, as they stand good, 
may be transcribed : 

“No man among us has more gentleness in intercourse with others. He 
will not contend over any trivial matter; he will rather preserve the amenities 
of intercourse by gracefully yielding a point which does not involve the sacri- 
fice of principle. But be it known to you, and to all whom it may concern, 
that that gentle way of his is not an index to a man of unformed opinions. 
When he has an object before him which he thinks he ought to pursue, he 
pursues it; when he holds an opinion which he thinks just, he is a very per- 
tinaceous person. If you have been deceived by his courtesy into the belief 
that you can do with him whatsoever you will, I beg you not to build any 
high expectations upon your mistaken faith. If otherwise, you will assuredly 
fail, and learn by experience what you might have gathered from counsel — 
that no men hold to their convictions with a firmer grasp than those who are 
most ready to yield a point in anything non-essential.” 

From what has been written of his gentleness, it will be inferred that he 
was courteous to all. And, so, indeed, he was. If suavity of manner and 
polite attentions can be carried too far, these might be alleged as a fault in 
Brother Dice. Certainly, he left as little room as any one among us for the 
somewhat common complaint, “ he slighted me.” He put himself to incon- 
venience to greet all to whom he could have access; and was always pleased 
when he could compliment an acquaintance by addressing him by name. 

His love of life was so strong that it may be mentioned as a trait in his 
character. His love of life was not due to fear of death. From this *he was 
graciously delivered; he had a good hope of the life everlasting. But his 
almost perfect health and happy spirit put him in accord with all that was 
beautiful in the earth. A bright day, beautiful scenery, the presence of 
friends, the happiness of his children — all were a joy to him; he felt that life 
was worth living; and if others dwelt much in thought and speech on the 
trials of this present time, or expressed themselves as “ having a desire to 
depart,” he was content to remain where he was as long as it might please 
his Lord to continue him in this life. 

As age crept upon him, he felt more and more the care of souls. His own 
experience became richer. Though he loved life, he knew he could not live 
always here; and, so, as the lengthening shadows told of the quick-coming 
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night, he sought to work while it was day, seeing that in the night no man 
can work. 

Brother Dice was a wise counsellor, and conducted his work, as pastor and 
Presiding Elder, with forethought and care. He had the habit of looking 
ahead, of calculating probabilities, of leaving as little as possible to chance. 
His forecasting led to pre-arranging; he might not disclose his plans, but they 
were nevertheless operative under his skillful guidance, and were commonly 
wrought out to the hoped for issue. 

The kindliness to which reference has been made, put a force of restraint 
upon him when he had occasion to represent others. No man had reason to 
fear that his merits would not be placed fairly before his brethren; perhaps, 
there was sometimes ground for the fear that his unwillingness to wound 
another might prevail upon him to withhold the statement of such other facts 
as were necessary to a just judgment. He had the faculty of hoping for the 
best in almost every case; he could believe that a blemish might either be 
removed, or, if it remained, might not seriously mar the character or the 
usefulness of a man. 

As a preacher Brother Dice was clear, evangelical and, at times, very inter- 
esting and impressive. It can not be said that he was uniformly able in the 
pulpit. He was frequently diffuse; and the impression was made upon the 
hearer that better preparation would have given better results. Any want of 
ability as a preacher was not due to want of mental power. God had giyen 
him this. But he did not give himself to close and sustained study. In con- 
versation he showed himself to be well-furnished; he had well-defined views 
of the cardinal doctrines; in a fireside debate he appeared to advantage; and, 
the wonder was that similar power was not more frequently shown in the 
pulpit. The explanation has been given: he did not enjoy the exacting work 
of the study. He loved the society of men; and preferred to move among 
his people rather than to shut himself up with his books and pern 

The genial, spontaneous humor of the man was occasionally manifest in 
his sermons, but with never an approach to the coarseness with which some 
degrade their office, and court a smile when they should win a soul. 

Almost immediately after the Conference of 1891, and before he reached 
his home, he was smitten by paralysis. For a time his death was thought to 
be imminent; but there was partial recovery, revived hopes, then another 
change, and then at 1:30 a. m.. April 5, 1892, the messenger called him to his 
heavenly home. His last charge — East Rockingham Circuit — he was not 
able to serve. Throughout his sickness he was generally cheerful and highly 
appreciative of the loving care of his children and of the attentions of friends. 
He bore testimony to the sufficiency of the grace of God, and sent a loving 
message to his brethren of the Conference. 

So ended the life of a brother much beloved; of a faithful friend; of a 
useful minister of the Lord Jesus; of a devoted husband and father. No 
doubt is felt respecting the outcome of that life. We feel that he is forever 
with the Lord, and that many welcomed him as he entered the heavenly 
place to see the King in His beauty. 



Re¥. RIENZIE STEWART CUNIVINOHAR. 

In the month of December, 1892, the Baltimore Conference was startled by 
the announcement of the sudden and unexpected death of Rienzie Stewart 
Cunningham. He had been for nearly sixteen years one of the most efficient 
and beloved among the younger members of this body. He was born in 
Shenandoah county, Virginia, May 25, 1854, and died at Monterey, Highland 
county, Virginia, December 22, 1892, in the 39th year of his age. He was 
converted in Winchester, Virginia, in the fall of 1873, during the revival 
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conducted by Dr. Leo Rosser, and immediately identified himself with the 
Church, which he afterwards served with such fidelity and zeal. He soon 
felt called to the ministry, and sought at once to prepare himself for his life- 
work. In the fall of 1874, he entered Randolph-Macon College, where he 
pursued his studies for two years. In June, 1876, he was sent as a supply to 
Brucetown Circuit; and in March, 1877, at the Conference held in Alexandria^ 
Virginia, he was admitted on trial into the traveling connection. He was 
then returned as junior preacher to Brucetown Circuit, with Rev. Wm. A. 

I Wade, preacher in charge. In March. 1878, he was sent as junior pi eacher to 

I Wardensville Circuit, with Rev. Robert Williams. During the years 1879-80, 

; Vie traveled as junior preaclier on Bridgewater Circuit, with Rev. Hamilton 

I W. Kinzer. The years 1881-2-3, were spent on the Augusta Circuit as 

I preacher in charge. Here he proved his fitness for this position by the 

I abundance and excellence of his work. In March, 1884, he was sent as 

i preacher in charge to Hillsboro, Maryland, where he remained for two years. 

His next appointment was to Parnassus and Mount Sidney, where he also 
[ traveled for two years. One year was then spent as preacher in charge at 

’ Mount Jackson, Virginia. In March, 1889, he was sent to the Monterey and 

j Highland Circuit, and was serving his fourth year on that charge, with great 

( acceptability and success, when summoned from labor to reward, 

j In June, 1881, he was united in marriage to Miss May Cunningham, and 

ever proved himself a devoted husband and a father who- sought to bring up 
his children in the love and fear of God. 

From the very beginning of his ministry he proved himself a w'orkman 
who had no reason to be ashamed. He sought by constant study and appli- 
cation to prepare himself for more efticient service. He was a diligent 
I student of God’s word. His preaching was eminently scriptural. He spoke 

} from a clear understanding of revealed truth, and fiom a personal experience 

• of the deep things of God. His language was always the language of ahso- 

1 late conviction. Modern speculation and the higher criticism cast no shadows 

I upon his mind. No preacher of the gospel believed more fully that all 

i Sicripture was given by Divine inspiration, and that God was in Christ recon- 

I ciling the world unto himself. It was this sincerity of convictions, united 

i with his spotless character and consistent life, that made him a power for 

\ good wherever he was sent. He addressed hiniself directly to the minds and 

f consciences of his hearers, and seldom failed to leave a deep and permanent 

impression. 

I His ministry was eminently successful in the salvation of souls. He 

! seldom failed to report extensive revivals. He worked for immediate results 

I — expected them — and was disappointed and humbled if they failed to follow. 

In his preaching he avoided everything sensational, and sought to present to 
the people the great living and saving truths of Christianity. On the Monte- 
rey and Highland Circuit — his last charge — he witnessed the conversion of no 
; less than 300 souls, and a remarkable improvement of tie work along all 

lines. 

: Of no young man in the ministry could it be said with greater truth that 

t he served the Lord from principle. His w’hole soul was in his work. He 

was constantly on the lookout for new fields of- usefulness, and often severely 
taxed his strength that he might respond to every call. He dould not tolerate 
’ half-way measures. What his hand found to do he did with his might. His 
spirit was one of self sacrifice and self abnegation. Nothing could restrain 
' j him in his career of usefulness. So anxious was he to make full proof of his 

I ministry, that he often enlarged his work and exerted himself beyond the 

^ limits of prudence. His zeal consumed him. Although his brethren felt it 

to be a mistake, and cautioned him against it, he was often known to ride no 
less than forty miles on horseback and preach three sermons on a single 
Sabbath. His constitution was robust and his health good, but bis brethren 
! often felt that he w’as overtaxing his strength. He could not be idle. He 

could not allow an opportunity to pass without an effort to improve it. 
I Every interest of his charge must receive his constant attention. This often 

I f 
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imposed labor and exposure upon him which a more prudent man would 
have sought to avoid. Hence, when attacked by pneumonia in December 
last he was so exhausted in strength and vitality that he fell an .easy victim 
of the disease. In the most emphatic sense, he had presented his body a 
living sacrifice to God, and up to the very beginning of his final illness he 
was busily attending to the duties of his charge. 

It is needless to say that he was sincerely loved by the people whom he 
served. He possessed, in an eminent degree, those qualities of mind and 
heart which endear the pastor to his people. At the same time he sincerely 
loved his brethren of the Conference. He never spoke of them but in terms 
of affection. He was a quiet, unobtrusive member of the Conference, but no 
one could associate with him without recognizing his mental and moral 
worth. He was taken from us in the vigor and promise of early manhood, 
but he has left an example worthy of our holy imitation, and a life-record 
which will ever shed its halo over the memories of this Conference. 



Rev. SAMURL. I>. BRXNIIVGTON. 

The connection of Rev. Samuel D. Bennington with the Baltimore Confer- 
ence was brief, but his life and character require an extended notice. * 1 

He was born in Harford County, Maryland, February 8, 1831. His parents I 

were adherents of the Presbyterian Church. They brought up their son to \ 

reverence the church, and gave him a fair English education. In early man- 
hood he became a teacher in the public schools of his native State. In August, 

1854, he was married to Miss Eliza G . Paige, a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. About this time he began to read Wesley’s sermons and Clarke’s 
Theology, which made a deep and lasting impression upon his mind. Though 
not at that time a professing Christian, he became so much interested in 
these Methodist standards that all his spare moments were spent in reading 
them. In this way he was fully convinced of the soundness of Methodist 
doctrines. He had, however, a strong prejudice against seeking Christ at 
the public altar. This was a stumbling block in his way, and kept him in 
spiritual darkness long after he had formed an earnest desire to become a 
Christian. In the fall of 1857 a revival occurred in a church of the Evan- 
gelical Association near his home in Harford County Maryland. Here, after 
many mental struggles, he overcame his objections to the public altar, and on i 

the 19th of November was happily converted to God, He immediately 
united with the Evangelical Association, and on August 20, 1858, was licensed 
to preach. The following March he was received on trial into the Central 
Pennsylvania Conference. 

He continued in the ministry of the Evangelical Association for sixteen 
years, receiving appointments in Maryland and Pennsylvania. These charges 
he served with great acceptability and success. On almost every circuit to 
• which he was appointed there were extensive revivals, and many souls were 
converted to God. 

In 1875, having determined to remove to the West, he located. His plans 
and purposes, however, were interrupted, and he settled in his native county. 

Under the ministry of Rev. John W. Steele, he united, as a local preacher, 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. He did this fully expecting to 
apply for admission into the Baltimore Conference. 

In March, 1888, he was sent as a supply to Flintstone Circuit, Moorefield 
District, under Rev. S. G. Ferguson, Presiding Elder. For three years he || 

continued to supply this circuit, doing acceptable and efficient work. 

In March, 1891, at the session of this Conference in Roanoke, Va., he was 
received on trial and appointed preacher in charge of Springfield Circuit. To 
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this charge he was reappointed one year ago. Here he discharged his duties 
faithfully, making many friends, and enjoying the confidence of his brethren. 

On May 22, 1892, he was taken ill with a complication of diseases, and con- 
tinued to grow w'orse. His sufferings were at times severe, but he bore his 
affliction with true Christian fortitude. His mind was staid upon God. He 
was anxious to recover that he might preach the gospel with greater earnest- 
ness and zeal, but he felt at all times fully reconciled to the Divine will. On 
September 20, 1892, he died in great peace, and in the full triumph of Christ- 
ian faith. 

Brother Bennington was a man of fine mental and moral attainments. He 
was well read in the standards of Methodism. His preaching was clear, logi- 
cal, and showed extensive familiarity with the word of God. He fully en- 
dorsed the principles and polity of the Southern Methodist Church. It gave 
him great pleasure to be identified with her ministry. Every duty imposed 
upon him was faithfully performed. He was, in the most emphatic sense, a 
true man. He was courageous, straightforward and never failed to gain the 
confidence and love of the people wherever he served. Had it pleased God 
to prolong his valuable life, we doubt not that his ministry among us would 
have been crowned with abundant success. But God called him home — his 
work done. He rests from his labors, and his works follow him.

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REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 
BALTIMORE CONFERENCE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Baltimore Annual Conference 
of the M. E. Church, South. 

Dear Fathers and Brethern: 

Were it optional with me to present this report or not, you would hear no 
word this year from the Woman’s Missionary Society of the Baltimore Con- 
ference. 

At a time when the opportunities for spreading the gospel are so numerous 
and inviting, when the necessities for increased effort in that direction are so 
patent and pressing, it is painful to be compelled to state that there has been 
a marked decrease in the number of our missionary workers. In only two 
districts, Moorefield and Winchester, has our cause prospered. These show 
an increase in membership, and evidence a lively zeal for the work; but the 
remaining districts fall far behind these two in both particulars. Our total 
membership is 2750; adults, 1814, juvenile, 936; subscribers to Woman s Mis- 
sionary Advocate ^2Q; to juvenile paper “ r/ie Little Worker f 152. 

Our Fourteenth Annual Meeting was held in Greene Memorial Church, 
Roanoke, Va., Oct. 9th to 11th, 1892. 

In that young city, where Methodism has taken so strong a hold, our 
women have from the first, been interested in mission work. Our society 
was most cordially received, and hospitably and delightfully entertained. 
Thirty officers and delegates were present. The pastor. Rev. W. F. Hamner, 
put his entire time at the disposal of the ladies, and labored indefatigably for 
and with them. Through him the society enjoyed the unexpected pleasure 
of listening to a missionary- sermon from our secretary. Dr. H. C. Morrison. 
His text was taken from Romans I, 14. The business sessions of our meeting 
were well attended, and the night services drew large crowds. Our next 
annual meeting will be held at Luray, Va. Ere that time rolls around we 
hope, not only to regain our lost members, but have an increase over the 
membership of former years. Will you not, dear brethern, help us to realize 
our hopes? Without your sympathy and support our work is fraught with 
many difficulties. With your aid we can confidently hope for a steady and 
sure growth of interest in our Woman’s work. Especially do we appeal to 
the Presiding Elders to assist us in securing an organization on every charge. 
The object of our society is to spread the gospel in heathen lands through the 
instrumentality of female missionaries. It is a well known fact, that women 
can, in these distant lands, accomplish a work impossible to men. Hence, in 
soliciting your earnest and active efforts in behalf of our society, we do not 
feel we are asking too much at your hands.

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REPORT No. 1, BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Randolph- Macon. 

Under this title are included Kandolph-Macon College, Randolph-Macon 
Woman’s College, Randolph-Macon Academy at Bedford City, and Randolph- 
Macon Academy at Front Royal. We are happy to report a good measure of 
prosperity in all these institutions. There has been no serious case of illness 
among their 35 teachers and officers and 310 students, thus far during the 
session. The teachers have been diligent and faithful, and the students have 
made satisfactory progress. 

At Randolph-Macon College the number of matriculates will be slightly 
larger than last year. Forty-six are studying for the ministry, of whom 
nineteen are from the Baltimore Conference. 

The attendance at the Academy at Bedford City is 115, as against 170 last 
year. This decrease is partly due to the stringency of the times, and partly 
to the opening of the Academy at Front Royal. It will cause the Board some 
embarrassment in meeting the expenses for the year. 

The Academy recently opened at Front Royal is of special interest to this 
Conference. The Building Cominittee has been confronted by serious diffi- 
culties, arising chiefly from the shrinkage of assets, which necessitate the 
raising of from flfteen to twenty thousand dollars more, to complete the pay- 
ment for the building. . The patronage, though it has increased considerably 
since the opening of the session, through the efforts of the principal. Dr. B. 
W. Bond, is not sufficient to meet its financial requirements, and will leave 
upon the Board an obligation of about $1,500 on account of current expenses. 
The discipline and teaching are such as to commend the school to our fullest 
confidence. The religious influence is excellent— a number of students 
having been led to Christ in a recent revival of religion. The School deserves 
the sympathy and needs the active co-operation of our preachers and people. 
Its patronage must be increased, so as to enable it, at least, to meet its current 
expenses and pay the interest on its debt, until this shall be otherwise pro- 
vided for. 

The Woman’s College, which will be opened for the reception of students 
next September, marks a distinct advance in the educational work of our 
Church. The sum of $74,000 has been contributed as a building fund, and 
$100,000 as an endowment fund, almost exclusively by the citizens of Lynch- 
burg. The property, like that of the other Randolph-Macon institutions, is 
deeded in fee simple to the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon, in which 
this Conference has a joint interest with the Virginia Conference. Thus Ran- 
dolph-Macon Woman’s College at Lynchburg stands in precisely the same 
relation to this Conference as Randolph-Macon College at Ashland. 

The Board of Trustees, in establishing this institution, has no purpose to 
duplicate the work done by any of the excellent institutions for the education 
of young ladies already conducted under the auspices of our Church, nor to 
introduce another school into the same field. The motives which originated 
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>the institution, the pledges made to subscribers, and the plan of organization 
already adopted by the Board of Trustees, all contemplate, as their single end 
the offering to young women of the same course of study now given to young 
men at Randolph-Macon College. The Board has by special resolution for- 
bidden the reception into the institution, as a boarder, of any student not 
sufficiently advanced for admission into the College at Ashland, and directed 
that the standard of graduation in the two schools shall be the same. The 
Trustees hope that this effort, which has cost much labor and is attended with 
many difficulties, to secure for young women advantages equal to those offered 
by our best institutions for young men, under environments in harmony with 
Southern ideals of Christian womanhood, will receive the commendation and 
enlist the cordial support of our people. 

We recommend to the Conference the passage of the following resolutions; 

Whereas, the Conference has, by resolution at two successive sessions, 
pledged its co-operation wdth the President and Trustees of Randolph-Macon 
College in a special effort to raise the sum of $40,000 for R.-M. College, and 

Whereas, the Wesleyan Female Institute, the property of this Conference, 
is in urgent need of financial aid, therefore 

Be it resolved {!), that a canvass of the Conference shall be made, during 
this year, to secure the sum of $50 000, of which $10,000 shall be paid to the 
Trustees of Wesleyan Female Institute, to be applied to the payment of the 
debt of that institution; $10,000 to the Trustees of Randolph-Macon College, 
to be paid over to the building fund of Randolph-Macon Academy at Front 
Royal, and $30,000 to the endowment of the chair of Biblical Literature in 
Randolph-Macon College; each of these funds to receive proportionally as 
collections shall be made. 

Resolved, (2) that the Rev. P. H. Whisner, the Rev. R. Smithson, T. T. 
Fishburne, Geo. R. Hill and M. L. Walton, in conjunction with the President 
of Randolph-Macon College, the President of Wesleyan Female Institute and 
the principal of the Front Royal Academy, be appointed a committee to 
devise plans and organize the canvass called for in the foregoing resolution. 

Resolved, (3) that this committee shall have authority to call upon as many 
as tw’enty members of the Conference to assist in this canvass, and that the 
Churches supplied by these ministers be requested to release them for this 
important service, not exceeding four Sabbaths, distributed over the period of 
tw’O months. 

We recommend the usual assessment of $2,000 for Randolph-Macon College. 

We offer for the information of the Conference the following financial

REPORT No. 2, BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Wesleyan Female Institute. 

The Wesleyan Female Institute has had a prosperous year, 140 pupils being 
in attendance. One young lady died from a disease contrgcted before she 
came to the school. • The pupils have, with this exception, enjoyed good 
health. 

Following the statement of the trustees, the Institute has cost $55,000; 
added to this was an old debt of $5,000 from the former school, which $5,000 
was paid by the trustees. The present debt is $23,385.85, distributed as fol- 
lows: To Dr. Harris $10,110.85; to the Cochran heirs, $13,275. The entire 

amount is due at this time, and is secured by a deed of trust. The valuation 
of property, as given by the trustees, is $60,000. The president of the Insti- 
tute has resigned, and is preparing to open a school elsewhere. The trustees 
have not yet announced the name of the new President. 

The Institute is the property of the Conference, so far as the laws of Vir- 
ginia will allow a religious body to own such property. If we propose to save 
this important institution to the Church, it is necessary that the sympathy, 
patronage, money and work of our people be given to it. We recommend 
this, our only Conference School, for the education of young women, to the 
interest and patronage of our people. 



N alley Female College. 

We recommend the Valley Female College to the patronage of our people, 
as possessing superior educational advantages for their daughters, and worthy 
of their support. 

This College is located at Winchester Va., and is under the control of Rev. 
J. P. Hyde, D. D., L. L. D. 

The faculty is composed of seven highly cultured and experienced teachers. 
The College is fully equipped with appliances necessary for successful instruc- 
tion. The location a healthy one. The course of instruction thorough. The 
attendance increasing each year. 

The visiting committee appointed by the Conference, endorse the school in 
high terms, referring specially to the fact that it “is a home, where our girls 
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have parental care and Christian training under the constant watchfulness of 
Dr. and Mrs. Hyde.” 

We recommend that Rev. J. P. Hyde, D. D., L. L. D., be appointed as 
President of this College. 

. Paine and Lane Institutes. 

The former Commissioner of Education informs us that both of these 
schools “have done well.” Paine Institute is still in sore need of a suitable 
building. 

For current expenses and building, the Commissioner estimates $23,000 to 
be urgently needed, and of this amount he estimates $700 to be the fair pro- 
portion to be expected from the Baltimore Conference. Let us raise all we 
can of this amount by private or public collections in every charge. We 
recommend that brother H. P. Hamill be appointed to collect subscriptions 
now due, and to receive contributions to this cause. 

Ministerial Education. 

It is needless to multiply words on the value of a suitable educational 
preparation for the Christian ministry. The sum of $450 has been raised and 
disbursed during the year, chiefly through private contributions, to aid in 
defraying the expenses of ministerial students now at Randolph-Macon Col- 
lege. It is a gratifying fact that $60 of this amount has been paid by former 
beneficiaries of the fund. This class of contributions we expect to increase 
from year to year. Thus we are helping those who are not only doing their 
best already to help themselves, but whose duty and pleasure it will be to pay 
back into the fund, as they become able, the full amount received therefrom. 

Provided, that a judicious application of the money be made, we do not 
know of a more needful or promising method of promoting the cause of 
Christ among us, than thus to lend a helping hand to worthy young men pre- 
paring for the ministry of our Church and Conference. 

We recommend the following appointments: J. A. Kern, Professor in 

Randolph-Macon College; Collins Denny, Piofessor in Vanderbilt University; 
B. W. Bond, Principal of Randolph-Macon Academy at Front Royal; J. P. 
Hyde, President of Valley Female College.

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Sunday School Board has given careful attention to each department 
of Sunday School work, and submits the following report : 

We are convinced that the Sunday School is the most important influence 
in the Church for the advancement of the Kingdom of Christ, therefore, the 
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members of the Church should do all in their power to assist the pastors and 
superintendents in the work of the schools. 

\V e would impress upon superintendents and teachers that the object of 
.Sabbath School organization is tbe conversion of the children. To this end 
we recommend Sabbath School prayer-meetings and special services for 
children. 

We are persuaded that many of our children would be saved to the Church 
if more attention were given to explaining to them our doctrines and the dis- 
tinctive features of Methodism. 

Statistics. 

Number of schools, 554; number of officers and teacHers, 5,428, increase, 8; 
number of scholars, 37,434, increase, 251; number of conversions in schools, 
1,399, increase, 24; amounts raised in schools for missions, $8,862; expense of 
schools, $12,800; raised for needy schools, $131.63; total raised in schools, 
$22,246. 

We call attention to the fact that while 3,642 professions of faith are re- 
ported for the year, we report 1,399 conversions in the Sunday Schools. 

We are of the opinion that greater care is needed in obtaining statistics and 
information concerning Sunday School work; we therefore recommend: 

1. That each school shall have a secretary, who shall keep the minutes and 
records of the school in the book prepared for this purpose by our publishing 
house. 

2. That pastors, in reporting to the Quarterly Conference on the number 
and state of Sunday Schools, be requested to include statistics in the report. 

3. That we request pastors and superintendents to furnish promptly any 
statistics or other information concerning Sunday Schools that the Secretary 
of the Sunday School Board may ask for. 

Epworth League. 

We endorse the Epworth League and recommend that it be organized in 
our churches, where no other society doing the same work is already in 
existence. 

Needy Schools. 

We regret that we are compelled to report a great decrease in the collec- 
tions for this purpose. We recommend the observance of Children’s Day in 
all our schools, and collections for schools needing assistance. 

Realizing the need of great care in the disbursement of this fund, the Board 
directs that after the ensuing Conference year, all applications for aid shall be 
submitted to the Board in session at the Annual Conference, and that all ap- 
plications during the ensuing year be forwarded to the Secretary of the Sun- 
day School Board. 

We recommend the formation of Normal Classes in the Sunday Schools for 
the training of teachers in the practice of teaching. 
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We recommend that our schools purchase their supplies of J. Edgar Wilson 
& Co. 

The literature of the church has been steadily improving, and we are glad 
to report that our schools are using it with increasing appreciation of its value. 

We are sorry to learn that some of our schools are permitted to use the 
lesson helps in recitation without previous study of the lesson. We depre- 
cate this practice as defeating the object of the lesson helps. 

We are gratified at being able to report that of i20,470 paid on foreign and 
domestic missions, $8,862 was collected by the Sunday Schools; and we 
heartily commend the schools for their faithful labors and unfailing interest 
in tlie work of missions.

We heartily commend the Sunday School Convention, the most important 
auxiliary of the Church for the promotion of Sunday School work. The 
next Convention will meet at Mansassas, Virginia.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

It is an occasion of recurring regret to us, with each annual meeting of our 
Board, that the amounts paid into our treasury are so insufficient to meet the 
growing demands upon it. One of the good effects of the Church Extension 
movement has been greatly to stimulate enterprise in the direction of Church 
building. We are not surprised therefore that the number of applications for 
aid increases with each succeeding year. We deplore the fact that our funds 
do not increase in like proportion. The Treasurer’s report will show that our 
total receipts for the past year are $2,343, half of which has already been for- 
warded to the Parent Board, leaving us but $1,171.50, with which to respond 
to the multiplied appeals for help. The aggregate amount applied for is 
$3,195. After laying aside several applications, because of their informality, 
we are only able to distribute about fifty per cent, among the remainder. 

It is true that notwithstanding the stringency of the money market during 
the past year, and the extra call upon our people in connection with the Mis- 
sionary debt, we have nearly equaled the amount collected last year. But 
we are not doing what we ought to do in this great and good work. Our 
people need to be educated to a higher appreciation of it. We are satisfied

We understand temperance to mean the moderate use of that which is 
needful and total abstinance from everything injurious. We maintain that 
the Discipline of our Church, which prohibits our members to manufacture, 
sell or use intoxicating liquors as a beverage, to be in perfect accord with the 
Word of God. And we further declare it to be our conviction that the liquor 
business is an unmitigated evil of greatest magnitude — that is is not an 
industry as some claim, but a most direful curse, and ought not to be toler- 
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ated. Idleness, pauperism, insanity, vice and crime are the fruits of this 
business. That it is antagonistic to every interest of humanity there can be 
no question. Holding this view, and believing this traffic to be in opposition 
to the ethics of the gospel, we are forced to the conclusion that the only atti- 
tude of the Church of Jesus Christ must be one of decided and pronounced 
opposition to this business in all its branches. 

In connection with the sentiment herein expressed we present the following 
resolutions: 

1. That we declare ourselves in harmony with the Church of which we are 
an integral part, in its position on this subject. 

2. That the license system is a sin against God, and that, as the gospel can 
make no compromise with sin of any sort, it is the legitimate work of the 
Church to oppose this evil in every possible and legitimate way. 

3. That, as those who are engaged in this business, together with the adv^o- 
cates of this cause, are seeking more than ever, in every possible and unscrup- 
ulous manner, to advance the interest of this nefarious traffic, to the detriment 
of the cause of God and humanity, that it becomes the pulpit and religious 
press, if possible, to increase their efforts in opposition to the encroachments 
of this evil. 

4. That we do hereby most positively and emphatically enter our protest as a 

body against the efforts to establish the traffic in intoxicants on the grounds 
of the Columbian Exposition. *

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

It is well known that an effort is being made by the Roman Catholic Church 
to incorporate with the public school system of one or more of our States 
their parochial schools. One of these plans is that the parochial school build- 
ingsnow under control of the Roman CatDolic Church shall be leased to the 
State ; that the teachers now employed in the. parochial schools shall be 
retained in their positions, and their salaries paid by the State, provided they 
pass the examinations required of the public school teachers. 

Tliis attempt to form a union of Church and State is contrary to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, which is recognized and accepted by our 
Church as the law of the land, and seems to us to oppose an obstacle to the 
distinctly spiritual work of the Church of God. Moreover, it is an attempt 
to use the State to indoctrinate the children of the country with religious 
opinions at variance wuth the belief of a majority of the people of this 
country. 

We do not propose to deny to the Roman Catholic Church the right to wor- 
ship as it sees fit, nor to maintain parochial schools, but we protest against 
any plan which will give the money collected by the State to any religious 

body for the dissemination of distinctive views of that body.
